mother who shut one room with her 

children for only brief time can testify the 
them make; any teacher who adjusts her nervous 
system the normal flow movement busy 
schoolroom knows great deal about movement, 
whether not she reduces the facts psycholog- 
ical basis. natural for child move when 
refreshed, find pleasure and growth movement; 
and natural annoyed when obstacles pre- 
vent growth through movement. 

are sane critics the kindergarten, 
shall have admit that one the chief reasons the 
kindergarten movement has been successful that, 
despite its many foibles, has seized upon move- 
ment the the being has also 
applied this law growth. Whatever the kinder- 
garten has not done, supplied little children 
with opportunity make muscular adjustments 
the physical organs each other and materials 
social situations. kindergarten child has nearly 
always had chance experiment through move- 
ment, and manipulate physical materials directly 
through his entire body. 

The primary school, its origin, was not for- 
tunate applying ideas freedom related 
means educating the masses the three R’s, the 
early primary curriculum merely included these for- 
mal subjects along with religious instruction and 
few manual arts, and there were few available 
instructors, mass teaching made mechanical drill 
and physical repression the necessary method 
procedure. However, the influence 
studies regarding movement, interest, and discipline 
worked changes practice the primary school 


the same time practice the kindergarten was mod- 
ified. 

Some the first scientific studies that affected 
the practice the kindergartens and primary grades 
had with the order development muscles 
and movements. About fifteen years ago there 
was much discussion regarding the order develop- 
ment fundamental and accessory muscles. Not 
very much definite knowledge was formulated sup- 
porting the theory set order muscular devel- 
opment, partly because few laboratory tests the 
learning process had been made, but interest was 
stimulated studies dealing with various motor 
skills. Later had such studies Book’s Psychol- 
ogy Skill, Bryan and Harter’s Studies the Physi- 
ology and Psychology the Telegraphic Language, 
Leuba and Hyde’s Experiment Learning Make 
Hand Movements, Ruger’s Psychology Efficiency, 
and others. 

one looks through the file the Psychological 
Review for the last six years, finds good many 
studies motor education such the Place Move- 
ment Consciousness, The Function Incipient 
Motor Processes, Idea-motor Action, Nerve-mechan- 
Voluntary Movement, etc. Very few studies 
deal with the physical activities which make 
large part the kindergarten and primary, pro- 
gram, such lacing, weaving, sewing, building with 
blocks, and tossing balls. The principles discovered 
relative hand and arm movements were soon 
formulated into practical basis procedure 
learning write, draw, and paint, yet the matter 
graded games, rhythms, and some the manual 
arts much overlapping found the kindergarten 
and first three grades. The reason for this deeper 


than lack co-operation planning. order 
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determine what year such motor acts tossing 
ball weaving should taught, would neces- 
sary test several hundred children discover 
what age the nerve centers seemed ripe for such 
movements. Besides that, education were deal 
with shortening the process learning, the tests 
would have show essential movements, that 
teachers could assist children eliminate wasteful 
movement. 

The difficulties teaching motor acts are thus 
obvious. not easy prevent overlapping 
motor activities intellectual ones. The 
Library Leaflet the Bureau Education for July, 
1919, gives separate lists stories for the kinder- 
garten, first and second grades. 
attempt this with motor activities? have 
not progressed very this line spite the 
rapidly increasing number scientific studies 
movement. best thing teachers little chil- 
dren can hope for some little time find 
out trying the most economical time teach 
the movements they wish children learn, and 
make sure again trying that harm re- 
signs brain and muscle fatigue than any theory 
about the development muscles any inner laws 
growth. 

from the widespread discussion the order mus- 
cular development and from studies measure- 
ments. Schools bought larger materials; paid more 
attention the height desks relation 
duced the size classes; introduced freer rhythms 
and games; devised better methods and more oppor- 
tune times teach reading, writing, and arithmetic; 
and applied the knowledge gained dealing with 
left-handed and ambidextrous children. Something 
the effect pleasure building habits 
skill was taken into account reforming practice 
gymnastics. Whenever loss nervous control 
over the smaller muscles was noticed, became the 
practice look for the causes lowered physical 
tone children. 

That school authorities did not press further 
the reforms was evidenced the surprise and delight 
many parents expressed over the apparent physical 
freedom the Montessori schools, the exercises 
bending, reaching, and walking which were insisted 
upon there. 

Teachers little children did not need the Mon- 
tessori literature reveal the morphological differ- 


ences between children and adults. that time 
there were number freer types schools scat- 
tered about various parts the country; schools 
where children had real physical freedom, where 
was recognized that the chief business children 
the tenth year growth and physical and 
mental well-being. not uncommon thing 
such schools read about Schools To-mor- 
row see children flit about naturally from one 
self-imposed task another, like the workers 
busy workshop, see them lie flat the floor 
they play with blocks, clay, other materials. 
This belief freedom movement and posture 
has resulted from anthropometric measurements. 
have found out that the torso child tre- 
mendously developed compared the legs, and 
are acquiring reverence for positions other than 
the erect postures the body. 

have learned much about movement from 
the motor and psycho-motor tests, and signifi- 
cant that much interest has been shown the 
discussion the significance recent experiments 
measurement young children. are coming 
realize that the testing children far down 
the kindergarten more important than testing 
further up. Through the motor tests can ascer- 
tain what child’s motor strength, speed, and steadi- 
ness are. Through the psycho-motor tests can 
determine his capacity for sense discrimination, his 
power form associations, his ability make 
rapid and accurate judgments and react 
unusual novel situation. 

Some the significant things have learned 
about movement have come from the trial-and-error 
methods progressive teachers. had time 
run over the kindergarten and primary equipment 
and technique teaching, could trace many 
better materials and methods those progressive 
teachers who have observed children carefully and 
then made conscientious improvement prac- 
tice. Such teachers have used the laboratory 
method. speak the laboratory method 
because one the best things léarned from thor- 
ough course biology was free mind from 
preconceived notions regarding how living thing 
should behave and watch see how actually 
did behave. For example, subjected parame- 
cium hot and cold temperatures and watched its 
movements see the optimum temperature which 
was native it. This method has resulted re- 


forms along all lines practice; plays and games, 
for 
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When first started teach kindergarten, the 
style for dramatic play was set our weekly game 
classes. There were certain traditions handed down 
how birds hopped, fishes swam, and lambs 
gamboled. some time and some place, some wise 
men and women had laid down the ten command- 
ments about how children should play. One thing 
remember that hopping birds 
should crouch the floor with arms folded under 
represent wings, and this restricting posture, 
somehow, some way, hop about. The children en- 
dured with much surreptitious movement the 
side. For some little time kindergartners have been 
using the laboratory method discover the type 
movements natural children certain ages. 
When this was done, was soon discovered that 
child between the ages four and seven years most 
frequently represents hopping bird erect posi- 
tion, swinging his arms freely assist the rhythm 
the hopping movement and aid balancing. 
Careful observations, checked with survey 
anthropometric measurements, have resulted new 
methods dramatic play, and have made the formal 
march and rhythms demanding the long sustained 
erect posture give way rhythms which permit 
variability movements such reaching, bending, 
hopping, and jumping. 

have learned great deal about movement 
through play with apparatus. Many teachers em- 
ployed the summer playgrounds have come see 
the benefit derived from such play. When 
apparatus was first selected for small children, there 
was tendency reduce adult child 
proportions. The need occupy large numbers 
children also led amusement devices such the 
boat, merry-go-round, etc. 
The necessity apparatus especially designed 
meet the needs children’s growing bodies was soon 
discovered. For example, ordering for the play- 
grounds and playrooms Pittsburgh, apparatus 
was tested out not only accordance with what 
children liked with it, but accordance with 
the proportions the body, and carpenters were 
often engaged make apparatus especially designed 
for children. with 
meet the needs children, much had 
learned regard the use it. Very little was 
known regarding the time when the anatomical con- 
cords connected with different muscular movements 
are developed, say nothing their order devel- 
opment. Any one using apparatus had work out 
methodology his own. kept records the 


number motor acts children performed 
the slide, trapese, swings, parallel bar fence, etc., 
and discussed the rough order development from 
one kind motor act another. checked 
these results, too, with the best present-day theories 
regarding problems growth. course found 
set order development these motor acts. 
Imitation others played large part what chil- 
dren chose do. 

Those who were studying the motor acts 
children the use play apparatus became con- 
vinced that this apparatus was valuable not only 
means exercising the open air, but means 
developing specific motor skills useful all kinds 
life situations, such bending, reaching, pulling, 
walking. That is, children using apparatus de- 
veloped rich supply automatic motor acts. 
trying out different their bodies were 
brought into positions, situations, and conditions 
which represented obstacles overcome, and 
certain motor skills had developed overcome 
these obstacles. 

was interesting see children’s lack con- 
trolled movements give way the power make 
better muscular adjustments. Some one has said 
there such thing purely physical act. 
This certainly apparent play with apparatus. 
child had some end reach, learning climb 
rope, had call into play full swing sense- 
judgments. was performing genuine act 
thinking. Sliding, walking, any physical activ- 
ity the process building just much intel- 
lectual act learning sew, cook, read, spell. 
The only big difference that working with plas- 
tic materials verbal symbols, one can see the 
changes skill registered the materials sym- 
bols well the movements; while play with 
apparatus one must watch for the progress the 
movements alone. 

The greatest difficulty installing apparatus 
our public schools lies not the expense; this can 
often met through mothers’ clubs and the co-op- 
eration the manual training departments. Nor 
does lack space prohibit apparatus, for now have 
folding slides and can easily invent other portable 
pieces apparatus. The greatest hindrance 
good results play with apparatus lies poor use 
it. Most kindergarten and primary teachers 
have had courses the technique teaching the 
three R’s and using the kindergarten materials, 
yet have scientific training teaching movement. 
Many have taken courses psychology with- 
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out having clear conception the physiology and 
the anatomy the child. This part 
our future training, see it. must have 
fairly scientific knowledge the stuff with which 
deal, flesh and blood, nerves and muscles, and child 
mind. seems course elementary phys- 
iology should required all two-year students 
and that college graduates childhood education 
should also take biology and anatomy. 

wonder how many know the elementary 
facts about the physical nature the child rela- 
tion periods growth? know norms 
height, weight, and muscular development? From 
the time Oppenheim’s Development the Child was 
published until Baldwin’s Physical Growth and School 
Progress appeared, there were practically scien- 
tific publications dealing with growth childhood, 
which were available for teachers. the present 
time good deal material bearing problems 
growth concerned with measurements, nutrition, 
etc., available for the use medical students 
through translations from the Russian, Swedish, 
French, and German. some places this material 
available for teachers. the University Min- 
nesota, for example, course the Physical Growth 
Children offered especially for teachers; this 
course given the department anatomy. 
Such courses should available for teachers 
many institutions. 

Interest and discipline are bound with prob- 
lems growth. One factors which make 
teaching easy hard whether make interest 
and discipline run with the currents growth 
against them. Many times have seen groups 
children, dismissed orderly line from school 
building, break the sidewalk into perfect 
orgy effervescent movement, shouting, throwing 
their caps the air, pushing, shoving, and scuffling. 
Such movements are but natural outlet for the 
physical repression enforced upon the children’s 
growing bodies. Teachers are not entirely blame. 
They need influence the public provide more 
space, better equipment, and salaries commensurate 
with the training they need acquire. 

Teachers have made more contributions along 
the line interest and discipline than movement. 
Here again best apply the laboratory method, 
distrustful opinions formed give weight 
only carefully compiled data. are sadly 
need data regarding children’s interests 
and preferences. study children’s interests and 
preferences has been made the Horace Mann kin- 


dergarten which points toward considerable agree- 
ment among children kindergarten age what 
things have for them the greatest intrinsic interest. 
need variety studies children’s interests. 
are too prone assume, for example, that boys 
take more interest manipulating things and seeing 
things happen the result, and that girls prefer 
plays involving the human touch and voice and 
social interests. need reliable data prove our 
points. 

one time considerable material regarding 
spontaneous interests children was collected the 
School Childhood, University Pittsburgh, but 
was never organized for publication. One thing 
can speak about positively, however, namely, the 
preponderance interest physical activities and 
movement. 

the School Childhood, during the years 
attempt was made find out all 
could about children’s spontaneous interest pro- 
viding free environment. tried first dis- 
cover what children can apart from training, that 
is, what are the patterns instinctive acts. was 
apparent almost first that was satisfying one 
child string beads symmetrical patterns 
arrange square oblong bath tiles carpet designs; 
another, was source supreme delight 
play house and doll. One little boy showed remark- 
able precociousness using not 
mean that learned add, subtract, and divide 
paper, but did handle all the stuff life repre- 
sented the materials from the standpoint num- 
ber. building, for example, designed house 
suited the exact proportions the blocks. 

Now far know, have never discovered 
just how far these special and individual equipments 
children develop basis for future vocations, 
how far these pattern tendencies develop into one 
another type personality. know cases 
few geniuses who played future occupations when 
very young, but that portends little. need sta- 
tistical studies show how far the content spon- 
taneous play enters the choice future voca- 
tions. would interesting and helpful every 
university would provide seminars where teachers 
experience could work out just such problems. 

Another interesting result laboratory teaching 
has been the field behavior discipline. 
was much interested the Horace Mann Studies 
Primary Education, published the Teachers College 
Record some time ago. The plan seemed 
start the free group wholesome activities and let 
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the social situation bring social pressure en- 
force right conduct. The children the free group 
learned talk over and decide each particular 
case what was fair and just. such group deci- 
sions see ideas justice, sympathy, and co-oper- 
ation evolving. Children are allowed make mis- 
takes and suffer remorse. The teacher concerned 
only see that good wins out the 
pline gained this way the school involves the 
habits learning used throughout life. 

the field discipline trained parents have 
big opportunity make valuable studies. 
true they not have big social situations 
which carry observations teachers, but 


conditions are freer, and where there are several chil- 
dren there unusual chance study behavior. 
Such parents may know more about the hereditary 
modes response, such emotions and instincts, 
than even teachers. Where teachers and parents 
work together the use laboratory methods, val- 
uable data can never easy pre- 
dict human behavior, but are credit the new 
psychology the behaviorists, the discipline the 
future should much concerned with predicting 
behavior given situation, where some knowledge 
the individual’s past obtainable, with the 
formulation laws and principles governing be- 
havior.

first grade the sense ordinarily understood. 


are not unmindful the other legitimate 


claims the kindergarten, but are simply attempting formulate what our mind its 
characteristic aim and the one terms which all successes and failures are interpreted.

music? From commercial standpoint not. 
Success has been attained and fortunes won many, 
many times people who have not the faintest 
appreciation music. But from the cultural side 
know that the greatest value the indi- 
vidual. 

not enough that teach reading, writing, 
and arithmetic, but must put the child tune 
with everything which makes for appreciation. The 
individual who gets the most out life the one 
who most fully able appreciate the highest art 
forms. The highest forms not necessarily mean 
the complex ones. The person who rightly edu- 
cated sees beauty his garden, hears music the 
flowing stream, and the sight mother rocking 
her babe may present pleasing picture the 
world holds. other words, because his spirit- 
ual and mental development able achieve 
the wonder wonders, which the finding pleas- 
ure the simple things life. 

Shall we, then, give our boys and girls training 
the appreciation music even though have 
aspirations for them the musical world? Most 
certainly should give such training believe 
with our best authorities that such training will 
lead better understanding and appreciation 
life. 

How are going about give our young 
children appreciation the worth-while music? 
The best way, well the most pleasurable, 
through stories, for their interest them race old. 
really know and appreciate piece music one 
needs know the motive which inspired the com- 
poser write it. Stories have been the inspiration 
masters all arts. some they have breathed 
wonderful pictures, others inspiration for 
noble life, while still others they tell sweet music. 

The only difficulty that many the stories 
back our good music, our operas, are not childlike. 


Fortunately, however, have number which are 
very desirable for children, among them being Han- 
sel and Gretel, The Goose Girl, The Rhine Gold, and 
Siegfried and Brunhilde. 

Let for moment consider Hansel and Gretel, 
the method presentation. The story 
appealing one and will interest children from five 
years old ninety-five. This indeed unique, 
few stories that. should especial interest 
story, Babes the Wood. presenting first 
tell the children our very best possible man- 
ner. Nor are content with one telling. tell 
and retell day after day until are sure that 
they have well mind. our part 
need not fear that their interest will lag, for the well- 
chosen, well-told tale always appealing even though 
race old. 

After the story has been the minds the chil- 
dren for several days question them about 
see that they have the clear images which are 
necessary right interpretation. Then ask one 
more children tell whole. After that 
are ready for the music. With each selection given 
there little explanation beforehand just 
what part the story represent. When they 
have listened it, time may spent discussion 
whether was well portrayed. The piano, 
the violin, the victrola, any musical instrument 
may the means expression. hear such 
selections The Old Witch, The Sandman, The 
Dew Fairy will great benefit the child after 
has heard the story, for will then have idea 
what thoughts were the mind the composer and 
just what was trying tell the world through 
his music. 

the many avenues which lead the soul, the 
following stand out important ones—music, art, 
literature, sorrow, joy, defeat, success, love, and 
friendship. can furnish opportunity 
opening least one these, shall have played 
small part the development the individual. 
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Building Blocks the Beginning Grade 
Study Group Play

RADE ONE the Ethical Culture School has 
magical set building blocks out which 
almost anything can made, the children 
believe. The blocks are nearly foot long and 
mostly brick shaped, with sprinkling other 
shapes lend architectural variety and help out 
difficult architectural points. The group play, which 
centered around these blocks during part last 
year, the subject this article. 

The first thing attempted was 
floor was laid down and sides built around it. 
first the lack roof was deplored some quarters, 
but one the children encouragingly remarked: 

“Well, had roof couldn’t get inside. 
wouldn’t high after which the house 
play went without further reference its unfin- 
ished state. 

few days, however, noticed conferences 
and head shakings. The house proved too small 
even when all the blocks were used. last came 
the solution the difficulty. Why not take the 
floor and use the extra blocks for more extensive 
walls? 

This scheme was adopted with enthusiasm amid 
such remarks as: 

school floor good 

don’t need two floors 


like the real floor much better. 


isn’t 


But the house did not remain permanently 
house. short while, noticed that its shape 
had changed. seemed pointed each end 
and wider the center. Inquiry disclosed the fact 
that was longer house but ship, such 
many the children saw the Hudson River dur- 
ing their afternoon play. 

head sailor and assistants were elected, 
rather self-elected, and rules for joining the crew 
were laid down. The severe order the head 
sailor, that one might enter the ship without 
wearing middy blouse sailor suit, was un- 
popular that last his decree. ‘‘Well, 
then, change ran the new command. 


one who has middy blouse sailor suit home 
may But not unless you 

And remained until the ship became 
transformed into store, which happened due 
course. 

The beginnings the store were disjointed be- 
cause one group wanted grocery store and another 
toy store. Decision which should was 
reached only after days hot discussion. 

are all the toys argued the would- 
toy vendors. 

“Yes, but could bring empty boxes from 
countered the grocery store advocates. 

Finally toy store was agreed upon be- 
cause the school toys were already hand. Almost 
every day new group the store, until the 
best arrangement goods was arrived at. 
show window was devised from open-backed 
chair, and steps were placed the entrance the 
store. 

Then came the need for money and box keep 
in. Pasteboard patterns were supplied nor- 
mal student, and the children began make their 
money. ‘The necessary numbers and the cent mark 
were practiced. Also committee was picked out 
decide what money was sufficiently done 
used the store. All money cut out was sub- 
mitted this committee, and first discarded 
with ruthless hand. 

“This has corners. money has corners. 
round.” 

“We can’t take yours. 
the middle.”’ 

numbers are too 

“All yours has the wastebasket and 
you are just wasting your time.” 

These were some the comments overheard. 
The criticisms bore immediate fruit, for many more 
pasteboard coins began find their way into the 
money box, and correspondingly fewer into the 
waste-paper basket.

The several kinds money got unpleasantly 
mixed, box divided into six compartments was 
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suggested. little girl volunteered thing done was upset the fern the tablecloth 


wooden one the shop. She afterward gave over 
her task boy, because she wanted make 
birthday present for her father. time the box 
appeared and was voted very satisfactory indeed. 
was about nine inches long, and divided into the 
six compartments called for. 

Wrapping paper for doing packages was next 
required. For this, paper napkins were folded 
neat piles and placed conveniently near the toys 
which were sold. 

Then came call for price tags attach the 
toys. The children were taught small groups 
how tie square knot, make slip knot, prepare 
tag, and attach article. This was done 
real store. child made one tag, after 
which volunteers prepared all that the toy store 
needed. 

Refore long the toys were put away and gro- 
cery store arranged. Cartons were brought from 
the homes, and sand used for sugar. weighing 
out the sand, scales were asked for. These were 
taken down from closet shelf and the children 
shown exactly how weigh, after which much 
was bought. every case the storekeeper 
was assisted his weighing customers and hang- 
ers-on, that many children got practice with the 
weights. 

After tiring the children built 
was very high narrow. 
While the experiments with the “giant were 
going on, there was much falling blocks. The 
next day saw large red danger flag which had 
been painted paper and fastened the side 
the house. 

number days passed, during which our work 
was punctured with many deafening crashes, and 
then the children devised ingenious scheme 
bracing the blocks against each other that they 
fell less constantly than before. But even with this 
device walls continued fall intermittently, 
the inspired suggestion James who, mounted 
chair, said, here and tell you when it’s 
going 

dining room was next decided upon, which 
changed over the week-end into restaurant. 

One kind mother sent tablecloth for the restau- 
rant, and some girls hemmed rough ‘way. 
boy brought order pad, fitted with carbon paper 
for duplicating his orders. little girl brought 
fern for the center the table. course the first 


and cover with damp soil; but resourceful boy 
quickly shook everything the floor and turned 
the cloth clean side uppermost, permanent 
harm was done. 

square box for the ticket taker’s seat was built 
one end the restaurant. first child sat 
here collect funds, but later was used over- 
flow when more children than the restaurant would 
hold wished eat lunch there. 

The restaurant gave more use for the toy money; 
but while with the store small coins were chiefly 
demand, the requirements the restaurant were 
for the larger coins; and many more fifty cent pieces, 
even few round dollars, were cut from the paste- 
board patterns. 

The children devised their own money plan, 
which seemed that the ticket taker gave out 
each customer coin entered, apparently 
based what would likely spend. over- 
heard ticket taker say customer one day: 

“If you aren’t going eat much give you 
and was accepted without any ques- 
tion. 

Luncheon over, the restaurant door was firmly 
closed against intruders, sign marked 
was hung out, everything was cleared up, cloth 
folded, and chairs pushed back against the tables. 

the play went on, occasionally lapsing for 
time, but returned again and again, the chil- 
dren re-lived with one another their daily experi- 
ences and observations. 

And what did all amount besides good 
time? 

Some useful things were learned sure— 
learned. because they were needed, therefore 
desirable from the children’s point 
were developed, and concepts were gained, 
but most important all was the improvement 
ability work harmoniously together; give 
for the good the majority; lead follow 
with the demands the occasion; try, fail, and 
try again, and finally put something through 
successfully. 

Few things are more needed the world than 
the spirit co-operation. Therefore school can 
better than give bountiful opportunities for 
the leisurely working out the children’s own 
schemes. 

Schoolrooms should the children’s experiment 
stations, where they may find tools and materials, 
space for their work, and encouragement devise 
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and construct. Such free group play have de- 
scribed, far from wasting time, untold value 
children’s all-round development. This especially 
true only child, though reality all, for 
most children, even large family, have one 
home who anywhere near their own age; only 
school, and play with friends, they enjoy 
the society equals. 


school means, many, rows upon rows 
desks with passive pupil seated behind each one, 
and teacher front who pulls the strings.

say that the less such teachers the better. 


The second kind has higher motive. They love the work, and put energy and enthusiasm 
into it. They follow because line with their own inclinations and tastes. Such con- 
dition favorable for the school. every one does better when doing what suits his tastes than 
when otherwise, follows that the school will fare well when taught one who loves his work. 
even such commendable state affairs may fall short the best, there other motive 
than love for the work. That does not far enough. Such teacher may please his patrons 
and his scholars may make commendable progress their studies, while failing the true 
purpose education—the full development individual character. 

The third kind teacher who, while having genuine love for his work, recognizes his 
position opportunity serve the coming generations. has his work something more 
than imparting instruction and pleasing his patrons. touches his pupils morally well 
intellectually. has many opportunities for making impressions that will far fashioning 


the future those whom instructs.

ity rooms were organized. One these was Wal- 
nut building charge the author. this in- 
stance was necessary open basement room 
relieve the congested condition the first grade.

Then afford room for the children’s supplies 
she had cabinet fifty sections built the rear 
the room. Each these labeled with child’s 
name and the children soon learn use them with 
ease. the other free activity rooms the chil- 
dren walk about, getting and putting away occupa- 
tion materials, working their own tables with 
any group they choose. There are two long tables 
seating about ten children each, and the rest are 
smaller tables seating four each. The long tables 
are honor tables for those who can overcome the 
temptation discuss every problem with the next 
neighbor. 

This seating arrangement excellent for the 
utilizing all floor space, because the tables are 
light enough pushed aside give space 
kindergarten ring for songs, games, and folk dances. 
The large table surfaces are also splendid places 
upon which put the large pages magazine 
and newspaper, the advertising section containing 
large print. From these the children cut the words 
they recognize, either singly phrases, 
them booklets which they make for the purpose. 

Sometimes one table utilized group 
clay modeling, another table used for block build- 
ing, another for paper folding and construction, and 
still another, for letter cutting for phonetic lists 
words. With the one thought impressed upon the 
mind early the first few days school, 
that must work quietly possible while 
class reciting, then furnished the materials 
and suggestions and allowed develop his American 
birthright—freedom and initiative.

Across the city from this above-described school, 
the Fulton building, there are two progressive 
teachers, who are working one the first build- 
ings ever erected for school purposes Evansville. 
The rooms are delightfully large, but very 
cult make appear cozy and homelike the 
working places for little children should be. Before 
these teachers carried out their plan each these 
rooms had row after row prim, formal little desks. 

With the permission the authorities, the 
teachers had all the desks removed from one the 
rooms. this room they now have piano, 
large sand table, and little red recitation chairs. 
the windows are dainty curtains and blooming plants, 
and all the blackboard space not needed for recita- 
tion purposes decorated manner which par- 
ticularly appealing little children. this room 
each teacher holds the recitations her own school, 
and the combined schools have their games and 
songs with one the teachers the piano and the 
other directing the activity. 

Although each teacher holds her own enrollment, 
both schools meet the room where the seats have 
been left. Then while one teacher takes class 
across the hall the room above described for 
recitation, the other teacher supervises the seat work 
the remaining children. Next, she takes her class 
recite and the first teacher stays the room 
containing the desks and overlooks and offers sug- 
gestions for the seat work which going on. 

This scheme gives the children much freedom 
they are usually changing rooms the end every 
fifteen twenty minutes, and also gives them 
splendid training the proper handling construc- 
tion materials, since number these little ones 
not have the opportunity attend the kindergar- 
ten for previous training. The teachers enjoy the 
plan because each can carry all phases the 
work, yet she can feel that all the children are getting 
more attention with less effort her part than 
under the old system. 


another district the teacher has used with 
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good results the following plan foster spirit free 
activity and develop some so-called ‘‘pep’’ the 
minds the group first grade children whom 
she frankly designates extremely slow. Her word 
and phonic are all games. She says, 
game method does not produce quiet school, but 
does produce happy school and brings results. 
I’ve never yet had any supervisor praise school 
for its quietness, but many have praised chil- 
dren’s enthusiasm and ability read.” 

One particularly popular game with the children 
her room she calls ‘‘Jumping She teaches 
several new words and then prints them cards. 
One child chosen Jack and while all the others 
close their eyes this Jack takes word from the little 
pile and the teacher pins his back. then 
calls and begins jump around, turn- 
ing several times. then stands with his back 
the wall and chooses child tell his word. the 
child can tell the word correctly becomes the 
next Jack, but misses, the first Jack chooses 
another word and the game proceeds before. 
The children all love Jack, they try learn 


the hardest words order catch some one and 
get second chance jump. 

Another equally active game 
All the children sit semicircle, except the one 
who The one who stands behind 
the first chair and when the teacher shows word 
card, tries call before the child seated can 
say it. case does, the one who was seated 
becomes and the other takes the word and the 
chair. Then the child who stands behind 
the next chair and the game goes on. the end 
the game cards are counted and the child holding 
the most cards wins. 

Taken all all, the teachers these free activ- 
ity rooms would not return the formal first grade 
the past. They see their present work the gulf 
between the kindergarten and the first grade grow- 
ing narrow that but step across. 
know how easily, under these new conditions, the 
children develop their individual powers, and how 
entirely happy they are their activity. They 
realize most all that they, too, now have freedom 
grow along the lines their own talents.

building problem. planned have the kin-

The school building, where this was planned, 
was built about eight years ago. was the ninth- 
grade school building the city with population 
about twenty-eight thousand inhabitants. About 
four acres ground were purchased for the school 
grounds. 

All the schoolrooms are the main floor, also 
assembly hall, which seats two hundred and fifty 
people. The kindergarten was last year; 
this year sixth-grade room will added. The 
district extends near-by college, admitting many 
children from the faculty families. The other chil- 
dren come from industrious class working people, 
many the fathers having built their own homes 
after working hours. 

Parent-Teachers Club, taking active part 
all educational and civic problems, was organized 
shortly after the opening the building. club 
has purchased several books for the school library, 
and co-operated with the Board Education the 
equipment exercise room. Several the fath- 
ers helped with the work. 


Aim this Project. 

The general aim purpose selecting this proj- 
ect was make the children happy possible 
doing something worth while. giving such 
unit subject-matter corresponding real situa- 
tion social life, and adapting the children’s 
capacities doing and learning and also their inter- 
est every age, joy and willingness are sure 
enter into each day’s work.

many opportunities for various lessons with other 
materials while the work was being done, and led 
further work after its completion. required sev- 
eral kinds hand work, the children derived all 
the benefits from that they get from the usual 
occupation work given kindergarten. They re- 
ceived all the benefits derived from group work 
also. was fascinating that the children 
made effort their best, and they gained 
great deal pleasure from their work and 
from the finished doll house. The work was edu- 
cative, and when was finished there was con- 
crete example tastefully arranged and decorated 
home.

Miss Vandewalker spoke word for the meeting 
Des Moines this summer, urging attendance there, 
and then began the most representative part the 
program, the roll call branches, over which Miss 
Edna Baker very graciously presided.

gible. has been found invaluable Detroit, 
and thousands children are doing work more 
intelligibly and efficiently because 
dergartners were urged employ intelligence tests 
the beginning the year, keep record 
observations, and possible select one outstand- 
ing, tangible product and work out tests for them- 
selves. 

Dr. Charles Berry, Director Department 
Special Education, Detroit Board Education, 


said that 40,000 children Detroit had been tested 


this year. One the most important results has 
been the classifying first-grade children tests 
that they have been given square deal from the 
beginning. They were divided into three groups 
according their range ability and shifted from 
one group another when necessary. 
ten children are examined June kinder- 
gartners under the direction psychological clinic. 
teachers are studying children never 
before and result intelligence tests are look- 
ing children from different angle. The supreme 
test intelligence, however, accomplishment, and 
the tests should not final diagnosis. The aim 
tests give children equality opportunity. 

Dr. Baker Detroit told The Detroit Kinder- 
garten Scale, which the work group forty- 
seven Detroit kindergartners under the direction 
Dr. Baker and Mr. Kaufmann.
